$1.  Ur.  Klrwin  Is  an  authority  of 
many  years'  standing  on  Foreign 
Policy  and  particularly  in  the  field 
of  Far  Eastern  A/fulrs.  Dr.  Kirwin 
is  currently  writing  a liook  on  the 
history  of  American  diplomacy  in 
the  Far  East.

The  NTS  movement  is 
growing  rapidly  and  their  symhol 
of  resistance,  u fiideiit.  is  found 
chalked  on  walls  all  over  Eastern 
Europe  and  the  USSR 
The  iindergroiind  has  even  gone 
so  far  us  to  print  and  mail  Imitii- 
Hon  Red  Army  newspn|icrs  which 
look  exactly  like  the  oDiclal  paper, 
but  in  tliL-  body  ut  the  stories  the 
antl-CoiniiiunIst  messages  are  con- 
cealed. These  lecture.s  have  been 
named  in  honor  of  the  Rev  Law- 
rence C.  Gorman,  S.  J.,  a former 
dean  of  Urn  college  wlio  died  lust 
year.

Every  studeut  at  one  time  oi-  an- 
other lias  entertained  tlie  opinion 
tliat  teneiiers  should  have  to  pay  to 
leach  a class  oC  such  wonderful  and 
invigorating  young  geniuses  ns  the 
class  to  which  he  helongs.  Well,  one 
of  our  Evergreen  luminaries  had 
that  experience  not  long  ago. 

Victor  Sudnlck.  a student  here  at 
the  College,  had  to  do  some  I’rac- 
tice  Teaching  to  fulfill  the  reouire- 
ments  for  an  Education  course 
which  he  is  taking  at  the  Night 
School.  When  you  go  out  on  a prac- 
tice teaching  job  you  don't  get  paid 
for  leaching,  rather  you  must  pay 
for  the  privilege  of  teaciilng  the 
class. 

Vic  was  given  the  job  of  teaching 
for  ninth  grade  casses  in  World 
History  at  Hampstead  Hill  Junior 
High  on  Eastern  Avenue.

Civil  Defense

At  the  present  time  there  Is  a 
dire  need  for  pr-rsonncl  to  elllcient- 
ly  run  the  civil  defense  organiza- 
tion. The  biggest  obstuclo  which 
hinders  the  civil  defense  authori- 
ties is  the  lack  of  public  support. 
The  general  imhlie  does  not  seem 
to  realize  that  at  any  moment  tlie 
United  States  can  lie  bombed  by- 
Russian  planes,  and  that  unless 
necess.iry  precautions  are  taken 
disaster  may  follow. 

if  an  alarm  wore  sounded  now, 
it  would  Lake  our  planes  three 
minutes  to  be  in  the  air:  however, 
military  experts  estimate  that 
seventy  perceiil  of  the  Russian 
planes  would  get  tbrougli. 

In  order  to  point  out  the  gross 
iiiefilciency  plaguing  the  present 
program,  three  unmarked  planes 
flew  from  England  coming  into  the 
United  States  over  Bangor,  Maine, 
and  then  headed  south.  While  on 
this  course  (hay  passed  over  eigh- 
teen civil  defense  spotter  centers 
witliout  being  intercepted  because 
the  stations  were  not  manned-  As 
the  planes  passed  over  New  York 
City,  they  were  finally  spotted  and 
intercepted,  but  not  before  they 
had  theoretically  dropped  their 
bombs  and  wore  heading  home- 
ward. 

If  the  civil  defense  program 
were  adequately  manned,  cnsuall- 
ties  could  bo  cut  up  to  fifty  percent 
in  case  of  an  atomic  explosion.  Un- 
like tho  Second  World  War.  special 
knowledge  will  be  necessary  if 
there  is  an  atomic  explosion.

Hence 
some  of  our  libraries,  no  one  in  par- 
ticular. have  bccomo  more  lively. 
It  is  no  longer  proper  to  gently  tap 
a boistrous  student  un  tho  shoulder 
to  signify  you  want  quiet;  you 
merely  pick  up  ilnn  o.t  J/un  and 
smack  him  on  the  bridge  of  tho 
nose  with  it.  If  lio  screams,  your 
vongencu  is  fulfilicU  and  ovoryonu 
Is  happy. 

Instead  of  being  limited  to  their 
former  rote  as  a safety  deposit  box 
for  things  literary,  some  of  our 
libraries  arc  answering  social  needs. 
Besides  offering  their  main  courses 
of  cultural  tld-bits,  tho  new 
colossus  has  evolved  into  a debating 
parlor,  snack  bar.  domltory,  gossip 
Center  and  general  mooting  place.

For  the  most  part  our  modern 
librarians  are  rather  attractive 
young  ladies  who  have  proven 
themselves  lo  he  n great  stimulus 
to  the  culture  conscious.  As  a mat- 
ter of  fact  persons  who  formerly 
avoided  the  library  as  it  it  were  a 
carrier  of  tlio  Black  Plague,  now 
swarm  through  its  portals  to  get  a 
good  sent  near  the  nmiu  desk  and

George  Jean  Nathua  has  remark- 
ed of  this  work,  ■■The  I'layboy  of 
iltr  HV.sfcni  ll'orid  ims  not  its 
match  Id  Celtic  satirical  drama, 
and  one  would  have  lo  search  far 
and  deeji  for  an  equivalent  of  the 
melodious  pain  in  Hklers  to  the 
iVcu.  Both  are  classics  of  the  mod- 
ern Irish — of  the  modern  world 

theatre.” 

Gordon  Male  ns  -l/ir/iucf  gomes 
Flnhcrly  is  an  outstanding  member 
of  the  cast,  having  complete  non- 
L'hijfonee  yet  control  over  and  con- 
fidence iu  every  situation.  A.s  the 
rough  and  tumble  Irishman  return- 
ing from  an  all-night  wake  at  which 
drinking  had  preference  to  pray- 
ing. ho  has  caught  the  flavor  of 
the  mood  and  renders  a flawless 
performance.  Agnes  Grahn  as  the 
Ifidou’  CU'in  tries  to  get  anniher 
husband  with  true  Irish  conniv- 
ance.
